Rigid enforcement 
of the new law ie promised and 
Cc. E. Grier, Upland, chairman of 
the board said that the smoke 
nuisance will be abated almost 
entirely upon compliance with the 
ordinance.

. The new law contains 
most of the features of the for- 
mer law and in addition prohibits 
the burning of any material or 
fuel except in a heater operated 
to comply with provisions of the 
new law. 

The regulations point out itis 
unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation to use, operate or 
permit to be used any orchard 
heater which produces unconsum- 
ed solid carbonaceous matter at 
a@ rate in excess of one gram per 
hour... ; 

Growers may adjust most all 
types of heaters to comply with 
the law except obsolete equip- 
ment. Under the new measure 
burnifig of tires and use of “gar- 
bage can” type of heaters is 
fanned. Violation of the law is 
a misdemeanor and is punisha- 
ble by a fine of not more than 
$500 or six months in jail or 
both. Bach day the heaters are 
fired in violation of the ordinance 
will ‘be deemed a separate of- 
fense. 

Cooperation of the growers in 
eliminating the smoke smudge 
is asked by the board. The mea- 
sure was enacted early in order 
to allow growers time to fix heat- 
ers to comply with the law.

C. E. Grier of Upland, chairman 
of the county board of supervis- 
ors, was the guest speaker at the 
Fontana meeting.

Unless some change is made in 
the method of raising the money, 
he predicted the pension bill a few 
years hence would .be unbearably 
large. 
At present the federal govern- 
ment pays .$15.a month to each 
pensioner with the county and state 
governments sharingly equally the 
remainder. The proposed consti- 
tutional amendment would relieve 
local property owners of paying as 
much as at present. 

John Long, general manager of 
the California Newspapers Pub- 
lishers association, discussed var- 
ious newspaper problems.

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RULES TO BE MADE 
IN PENSION CASES 


County Supervisors Meeting 
Tomorrow To Act On 
New State Law 





Special rules and regulations to 
be followed in the county in the 
administration of the new welfare 
laws will be made at a special 
meeting of the county board of 
supervisors tomorrow, 

Due to the new regulations and 
provisions of the liberalized old 
age pension act, several new meth- 
ods will be inaugurated by the 
county. The new law is effective 
Sept. 1. 

Cost of the old age pensions is 
shared by the federal government 
paying $15 of the amount going to 
each person and the county and 
the state each paying about $10. 
Increase in the number of pen- 
sioners is anticipated due to a pro- 
vision of the new law which makes 
it unnecessary for the recipients 
to give the county a lien on their 
property and which also allows 
them to own property with an 
assessed valuation of $3,000 and 
have a personal income up to $15 
a month. 

The county’s share of relief costs 
this year will be approximately 
$1,000,000. Approximately $50,000 
will be paid in salaries to employes 
of the county welfare department 
who have been employed to aid in 
handling the increased relief work.

‘Total tax rate to be paid by Up- 
landers is $4.39 on each $100 of 
assessed valuation, this being an 
increase of 27 cents over the rate 
Of last year. 

The $4.39 rate includes the city, 
county and ‘school taxes. The 
county board of supervisors yester- 
day fixed the rates for all the 
school districts to complete the tax 
figures for the new year. 

Total tax rates in the outlying 
school districts follow: Alta Loma, 
$2.95; Central Cucamonga, $2.59; 
Cucamonga,: $2.91; and Etiwanda, 
$3.
